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In order to comply with the Requirement for Election/Restriction mailed July 16, 
2003, Applicants hereby elect Group II (Claims 17-26) and the species of Figure 
5 with traverse. This provisional election is made in resposne to the 
Requirement for Election/Restriction made in the Office Action mailed July 16, 
2003. 



Applicants respectfully disagree with the statement that "[currently no claims are 
generic". Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 21 reads on the species 
illustrated in Figure 5 and that at least Claims 17-19, 21, and 23-26 are generic. 
Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-16, 27-28 and 30 are also 
generic to the embodiment illustrated in Figure 5 that is and described in detail in 
Example 2. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that independent Claims 
1 and 27 and Claims 2-16 and 28-30 that depend from Claims 1 and 27 should 
also be examined at this time. 



Applicants traverse the Requirement for Election/Restriction and request the 
Examiner reconsider the Requirement for Election/Restriction. Applicants 
respectfully submit that the Requirement for Election is improper because the 
alleged species are not mutually exclusive. "Claims restricted to different species 
must be mutually exclusive." (MPEP § 803.02) For example, the species 
illustrated Figures 1 and 2 and Figure 5 are not necessarily mutually exclusive 
because all illustrate diapers. Therefore, the alleged species are not mutually 
exclusive and the Requirement for Election is improper. 



In the alternative, Applicants respectfully submit that the alleged species are so 
few in number that a search and examination of the entire claims can be made 
without serious burden. Thus, the examiner should examine the all of the claims 
in the present application at this time in accordance with MPEP § 803.02.
